Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-21, 23-26 and 28-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a motivation for using a 13X or LSX zeolite for the production 
methods or uses recited in the claims. The closest prior art discloses phosphorous treatment of Y 
type zeolites. All outstanding rejections and objections are overcome and are withdrawn. The 
examiner accepts the terms "rayon," "nylon," and "sisal" as non-trademark, art accepted 
materials.
